{news of such issues, collectors could be 
better protected. 





An article supposedly to refute the 
claims that Colombia’s first air mail 
stamp was of private origin, appeared in 
Sept. 17 “Stamps.” It, however, adds no 
information on the stamp, and in fact 
ignores the fully substantiated points Mr. 
Myer originally brought out in his Amer- 
ican Philatelist article. That philately 
was in error in accepting the stamp as a_ 








government issue is now conclusively 
shown and the stamp should be treated 
accordingly. At best it is semi-official in 
status; while the weight of evidence is 
that it was just an ornamental label 
without postal franking power. As a 
clinching point in the stamp’s disfavor it 
can be added that at the time this 
stamp was “used” the Colombian post- 
age rate on letters was 4c.

Ed Hayes of Ocean City, N. J., sug- 
gests that the book containing a refer- 
ence to El Supremo of Paraguay was 
“Captain Horatio Hornblower” by C. S. 
Forester. Since our reference to this we 
have recalled that the book is titled “E! 
Supremo” and was written by Stewart 
Edward White. It’s a thick volume and 
one not read in a single evening. It is 
a novel woven around the historical 
facts of Dr. Francia, the dictator. 


Kent Stiles tells in Scott’s Monthly 
Journal of the three Ecuadorian poets 
who will be pictured on that country’s 
series intended to honor native poets. 
Juan Leon Mera, born in 1832, was a 
politician, newspaper publisher and in 
between a poet and authored the coun- 
try’s national anthem. Remigio Crespo 
Toral was born in 1860 and earned the 
designation of National Poet Laureate, 
having devoted his entire life to poetry 
and belles lettres. Alfredo Baquerizo 
Moreno is still living, was born in 1859, 
was President in 1919-1920, a professor 
of the Guayaquil University and prac 
ticed law. Prose as well as poetry was 
his medium of expression. The series will 
include air mail stamps as well as some 
for ordinary postage. 


Chilean collectors, newspapers and 
public bodies are waxing indignant over 
the handling of the proposed Fourth 
Centenary of Santiago series. Prepara- 
tion was begun in 1937 for a handsome 
13-stamp series which would picture fa- 
mous persons and scenes. On the 27th 
of May the Decree published, ignored 
eight stamps and called for but five to 
appear on January 1, 1941—and then the 
storm broke. Chile Filatelico illustrates 
proofs of five. Among the proposed 
stamps was a 1.10 pesos value to depict 
Henry Meiggs, the American who built 
the railroad to Valparaiso and the local

100,000 copies were ordered printed by 
the offset process of Chile’s belated Pan 
American Union commemorative. Though 
the quantity was officially stated as suf- 
ficient to last a month, philatelic circles 
point out that this quantity would not 
last a day. The denomination, 40c, is 
one commonly used in that country on 
ordinary mail. 100 copies were sent to 
the Pan American Union for distribution 
to diplomatic representatives of the other 
20 countries. 


Dr. Leon DeBayle, Minister of Nica- 
ragua, has just (Sept. 19) presented Dr. 
L. S. Rowe, Director General of the Pan 
American Union, with one of the new 
postage stamps issued by his government 
in commemoration of the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Union. In presenting the 
new postal issue Dr. DeBayle stated, in 
part: 

“The government of Nicaragua, desir- 
ous of rendering just tribute to the ef- 
ficient and fruitful labors which you 
have carried out on behalf of Pan 
Americanism for many years, not only as 
Director General of the Pan American 
Union, but in your previous activities as 
well, decided to include your portrait in 
the allegoric design of the Nicaraguan 
commemorative stamp. This homage is 
a manifestation of my country’s recogni- 
tion of your persevering devotion to the 
ideals of continental cooperation and fra- 
ternity, to which Nicaragua has given— 
under all circumstances—her open and 
unqualified support. Those ideals are be- 
ing converted day by day into tangible 
realities, not only in the political field 
but in the economic and cultural as well. 
Your personal contribution to the prog- 
ress attained has been most valuable and 
meritorious, Dr. Rowe, and it is deeply 
appreciated in all the nations of Amer- 
ica.” 

The ceremony, although brief, was 
unique in American history for only four 
other living Americans appear in por- 
traiture on foreign postage stamps, name- 
ly Franklin D. Roosevelt, on stamps of 
various countries, Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, on a stamp of Turkey, Charles A. 
Lindbergh on a stamp of Spain, and 
Nicolas Tesla on a stamp of Jugoslavia. 

After the presentation to Dr. Rowe, 
Dr. DeBayle autographed a_ specially 
prepared sheet bearing a block of four of 
the stamps for presentation to President 
Roosevelt. This sheet will constitute a 
part of the Special Brochure recently 
given to the President which, when com- 
plete, will include all of the issues re- 
leased by the Latin American Govern- 
ments in commemoration of the 50th 
Anniversary of the Pan American Union.

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“Should stamps mounted in Crystal- 
mount have wax paper under them to 
prevent sticking?” Under no circum 
stances; wax paper will make greasy 
spots on your stamps. And anyway, the 
stamps won't stick to these cellulose 
transparent papers, such as Crystalmount, 
Kodapak, etc. Stamps could be expected 
to stick to your album pages before they 
would stick to the cellophanes, but even 
that remote possibility occurs only in ex 
tremely poor climates. If at any time one 
is worried his stamps might stick, dust 
container or stamp lightly with talc. 


“Has the 3c per ounce postage rate 
been continuous?” The rate of 3c per 
ounce went into effect “temporarily” on 
July 6, 1932, and has been extended each 
time the end of the “emergency” period 
came near. The only modification was on 
July 1, 1933, when the local rate of 2c 
per ounce was restored. Since the 3c 
rate is in theory at least temporary, the 
color of the 3c has not been changed to 
red to conform to Postal Union practice. 


“To what do the ads such as ‘Unused 
Postage Wanted’ refer?” This question 
crops up every once in a while. No doubt 
it has proved puzzling. Many business 
houses receive large sums in unused post- 
age stamps in remittances, the individual 
remittance being small, but the total is 
large and far exceeds the firm’s postage 
needs. They sell these stamps at a vary- 
ing discount to brokers who in turn sell 
them to persons using quantities of 
stamps. If an advertiser offers “95%” 
that means he will pay 95c per $1 of face 
value of unused U. S. stamps. The reason 
these ads appear in stamp publications 
is that many collectors have unwisely 
bought quantities of stamps for specula- 
tion and dealers have accumulated 
through offcenter, straightedge and re- 
mittances quantities of stamps they must 
get rid of. 


First Day and First Flight covers are 
often confused, some people terming all 
s “First Day covers.” A reader given a 
5c airmail envelope postmarked March 
9, 1929, at Brownsville, Texas, and told 
it was “first day” was puzzled and rightly 
since this envelope was issued first on 
January 12 of that year. The cover in- 
stead was a first flight cover, having been 
flown on that date (March 9) on the 
first plane on a new route opened to San 
Antonio in connection with the inaugura- 
tion of service to Mexico. The cachet 
rubberstamp did not arrive until late at 
Brownsville and there was time to apply 
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it to only part of the first flight mail. 
For a short time, owners of covers could 
send them in and have the missing cachet 
applied. But cacheted or not, the cover 
is a first flight cover, not a first day. 


“What is a ‘maximum card’?” The 
origin of the name is obscure, but these 
cards became popular in Europe. They 
are simply ordinary picture postcards 
franked with adhesive postage stamps 
showing the scene on the card, the stamp 
being affixed to the side having the pic- 
ture. There seems to be practically no 
mailing of such cards in this country 
despite our numerous commemoratives. 





“Does Newfoundland have a Philatelic 
Agency?” No. The Newfoundland Dept. 
of Posts and Telegraphs does accept mail 
orders for stamps, current issue only. 
Selected centering can not be expected, 
though presumably clerks will try to sup- 
pyl best copies in their immediate stock. 
The same is true of practically all other 
British Colonies. 


“What book on U. S. stamps would 
you advise a beginner to read?” The 
first one would be Scott’s U. S. Special- 
ized Catalogue. Read it through from 
foreword to rear advertisements (and 
Scott’s won’t mind at all if you read the 
ads too!) and you will know much, if 
not all, of the information necessary to

“Provisional precancel” is the term ap- 
plied to precancels such as the one re- 
cently submitted. It is a 1c Presi 
dential on a political circular mailed from 
Nashville, Ark. The stamp is cancelled 
with Nashville’s ordinary roller parcel 
post cancel, but none of the cancel is on 
the circular, indicating the stamp was 
cancelled before it was affixed. The pre- 
cancel catalogs do not list these provis- 
ional precancels since they look the same 
as other cancelled stamps off cover. 
Many post offices have resorted to man 
ufacture of precancels in this manner, 
due to lack of a regular precancelling 
device or lack of time to produce pre 
cancels with the regular device. Since 
these stamps are cancelled before they 
enter the mails they are precancels. 


Some offcenter U. S. stamps are sub- 
mitted by a reader who wonders why the 
stamps have an unusually large white 
margin on one or two sides. One ex- 
planation is that the distance between 
two rows of perforation pins was ab- 
normal on the perforating machine. An- 
other is the shrinking of the paper when 
the stamps are dampened in printing. 
The distance between the rows of per- 
forating pins is set at what is expected 
to be an average, but the paper shrinks 
to a varying degree, and sheets which 
shrink less or more than average will be 
correspondingly off-centered in perfora- 
tion. The Electric Eye is overcoming 
this to a considerable extent by guiding 
the perforations to the center of the 


' space between rows, regardless of shrink- 
ing. 





“Is it safe to keep my duplicates in 
glassine envelopes?” Yes, the glassine will 
not harm them. We would, however, not 


| advise sealing the envelopes airtight as 


stamps that are stored should not be 
kept away from the air. 





Collectors frequently expect their cov- 
ers back from remote post offices too 
quickly. Many U. S. naval vessels have 
infrequent dispatches of mail and events 
are often postponed. Covers from many 
foreign places are weeks or even months 
returning and collectors sending these 
must use patience.

Editor’s Notebook 


POSTMASTERS The last week of Sep- 
CONVENTION — tember Columbus was 

host to the National 
Convention of Postmasters. The town 
was thick with them. While one local 
paper commented on the sessions’ resem- 
blance to political rallies, there was much 
doing of interest to collectors. Third 
Assistant P. M. G. Ramsey Black, whose 
name is familiar from stamp matters 
routed through his office, made the prin- 
cipal address. The new Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Francis Walker, in an interview 
stated he was as yet somewhat unac- 
quainted with his duties and mentioned 
having just learned how to pronounce 
that tripper-upner: “philately.” The lo- 
cal papers spelled his version phonetic- 
ally as “fi-lot-ely’—which to our Mid- 
western ears has a pronounced Harvard- 
ian accent. Mr. Walker gave F. D. R. 
credit for past commemoratives and 
guessed if his chief wanted any more, 
he’d oblige. Ex-P. M. G. Farley had 
little to say but did hold open house in 
his private car to a local junior collector.

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The Philatelic Truck, captained by its 
seasoned chief, Ralph Davis, was parked 
in view of the State House and for three 
days curious Columbus traipsed through 
it. Outside they bought copies of the 
government stamp books and mailed 
cacheted covers. We mailed our copy of 
the free souvenir label through the mail- 
omat inside the Hotel. 


The Pitney-Bowes meter machines 
monopolized attention among the exhib- 
its. In the lobby of the Deshler-Wallick, 
the Mailomat was busy accepting souve- 
nir cards and letters the delegates mailed 
free, Pitney-Bowes supplying a bowl of 
pennies for the purpose. The company 
had a slogan complimentary to the con- 
vention in the device. We accompanied 
one prospective customer through the 
sales talk accompanying demonstrations 
of the other machines and while the 
chatter was persuasive, we couldn’t help 
thinking of some opposing arguments to 
the good points so proudly exhibited. 
The comment of postmasters on these 
machines would have put cold chills in 
the hearts of precancel collectors. We 
learned one local merchant had bought a 
machine to imprint only Ic indicia on 
vast quantities of circular mailings, $1600 
a month or so. Collectors of specimen 
meter marks and slogans would have 
had a field day at the exhibit, the demon- 
strators running off tape specimens to 
any desired denomination. 

All American Airways Corp. exhibited 
a model of their pick-up device now in 
use at many cities. We learned that two 
more routes are expected in a few months 
but details are not complete. If time 
permits, they promise to have advance 
notice so collectors can mail first flight 
covers. The equipment can be set up in 
half an hour and was demonstrated twice 
one afternoon when covers were picked 
up at a nearby golf course before a gal- 
lery of postmasters. They supplied free 
envelopes and at request of the Post- 
master’s Secretary, two days before, your 
editor as Secretary of the local club pre- 
pared a cachet for the covers. On that 
short notice the best we could do was an 
inartistic affair, but it fied the left side 
of the covers, and that seemed to be the 
main intent. The Linprint safe yielded 
an assortment of commemoratives gar- 
nered from the weekly mail remittances, 
of a varietv that would put the Philatelic 
Agency to shame, and at the “post office” 
in the local club’s stamp exhibit they 
were hastily supplied delegates for their 
covers. The club had a 30-frame exhibit 
on the same floor as the convention ses- 
sions and a surprising number of dele- 
gates looked the show over. 

But highlight of the convention, which 
had the town tittering, was the postmas- 
ter (in charity best remaining anony. 
mous) who tried to post a letter in what 
he thought was a mail box, to be con- 
founded by the almost instantaneous 
appearance of eight screaming trucks re- 
plete with ladders, axes and disturbed 
firemen.

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How To Send Covers 

Many new collectors are puzzled re- 
garding method of sending covers from 
distant points to obtain first day cancel- 
lations, cachets or unusual postmarks. It 
is very simple to do so, All that is nec- 
essary is to address the cover to yourself, 
put a “filler” in it and seal it. By filler 
we mean a thin card, or several thick- 
nesses of ordinary paper, so that the can- 
cellation will “take” to the envelope bet- 
ter. If you are sending a first day cover, 
you do not affix any stamps; the postmas- 
ter at the first day city will do that. Mark 
in pencil, lightly, in the upper right corner 
of each cover exactly what stamps you 
desire affixed. Do not ask him to place a 
single 1c or a single 2c, because the min- 
imum postage required is 3c, therefore 
ask for strip of three lc or pair of 2c or 
if you want to splurge, have blocks. Add 
up the total face value of all the stamps 
you want affixed and get a money order 
for that amount payable to the post- 
master at the first day city. Place your 
covers, the money order, and a brief note 
saying “These are covers for first day of 
the eee stamp” inside a 
larger envelope; seal it and address it 
to the postmaster and then mail it like 
any other letter. Some “Don’ts” are: 
Don’t send money for extra unused 
stamps to be returned to you (all orders 
by mail for unused stamps must be sent 
direct to the Philatelic Agency, Washing- 
ton, D. C.); Don’t send your remittance 
in any form except cash or money order 
(he can’t accept other unused stamps or 
checks); Don’t ask for special favors 
such as plate number blocks; Don’t use 
any other size envelope than the stand- 
atd 634 size (314x614 inches); Don’t 
scrawl the address all over the envelope, 
particularly if you are intending blocks 
to be affixed. If you follow the above, 
your covers will come through to you 
in the regular mail in fine shape, with 
no mistakes or delays. 

If you are sending covers for an odd 
cancel or cachet, there is little difference 


'in the method of sending, except that 


you can affix your own stamps and won’t 
have to send a remittance for them. The 
cachets we list in our columns are all free 
and are provided by individuals or civic 
organizations who do this for their pleas- 
ure, or to publicise their community, etc. 
When sending your covers to these per- 
sons, it’s only common courtesy that you 


| should use commemorative stamps on 


your outer envelope. It’s small enough 
return for their work. Be sure to leave 
plenty of white space at left side of your 
cover for them to affix the cachet. Al- 
ways include a brief note explaining the 
“enclosed covers are for the 
cachet as announced in Linn’s” and then 
they'll be sure to mail your covers at 
the right event, as sometimes these 
cachet sponsors have a number of these 
events planned. 

Many cachet sponsors apply the cach- 
ets to the covers sent them, and then 
send the covers to some particular point

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for mailing. Since this costs them con- 
siderable extra postage, they ask a half- 
cent or one cent per cover to make this 
up. This is called a “forwarding charge” 
(or “fee”). Some request it, others do 
not, but if it is desired, that will be 
mentioned at time the cachet notice is 
printed. Some have tried to profit by 
asking a forwarding fee when the covers 
were to be mailed in their own home 
town, and we have refused to print such 
cachet notices. 


Be sure to send your covers early. You 
can not blame the postmaster or cachet 
sponsor if you are late. Also, you must 
have patience as some events are post- 
poned, or covers from naval vessels or 
foreign points are delayed weeks or 
longer due to infrequent exchanges of 
mail. 

In sending foreign covers, your local 
postmaster can tell you how much to 
remit for postage and also the best means 
by consulting his Postal Guide. The 
equivalent in U. S. money of foreign 
postage rates is thus easily ascertained 
from the tables at any Money Order post 
office. 

A common error in preparing covers is 
the belief that since no message is en- 
closed they may be sent with 1%c post- 
age—as are Christmas Cards. While it is 
true that at some events 1'4c covers will 
be accepted, postal clerks may not apvly 
a DATED cancellation to such covers;

When notices refer 
to “official” cachets it means the Post 
Office Dept. itself is supplying the cachet.

The Double-Barred Cross 


Familiar to all is the frequent ap- 
pearance of the double-barred cross, as 
used on charity stamps and labels of 
many countries. General Charles de 
Gaulle, head of the French forces organ 
ized in England following collapse of the 
homeland forces, has adopted this em 
blematic cross as the emblem of his 
forces. Historically important to French- 
men is this cross, for it was shown on 
the banners of Joan of Arc’s armies 
which liberated France centuries ago.

the Latin American Stamp Section of 
the Union, disclosed that two spurious 
issues have been created by an individ- 
ual in Nicaragua. Both stamps show the 
same bright green, 3 line overprint of 
what appears to be a rubber stamp im- 
pression of the words “Union Panamer- 
icana—1890-1940.” The center line, be- 
ing the longest, measures 25 mm. The 
overprint appears on both the 10c. Ca- 
thedral issue of 1914 and the 24c. Presi- 
dential Palace Air Mail issue of 1937. 
Both basic stamps are yellow. 

These spurious stamps have been seen 
on envelopes sent by registered Air Mail 
from Managua, Nicaracua, on August 2, 
via Brownsville, Texas, August 5, and 
New York City, August 6, 1940. Further 
steps with a view to fixing personal re- 
sponsibility are in progress. The Nica- 
ragua Government as well as the Pan 
American Union is deeply interested in 
avoiding possible future irregularities of 
this character. 

After a thorough investigation had 
been made, Dr. Leon DeBayle, on behalf 
of his Government, stated: 

“TI have just been advised by the Min- 
ister of Finance that the Government of 
Nicaragua has issued only one stamp in 
commemoration of the Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary of the Pan American Union—the 
one which you have on sale now, in your 
office. My Government recognizes the 
importance of maintaining its reputation 
for integrity among philatelists, and I 
shall apnreciate your cooperation in this 
respect.”

Can- 
cel used was dated July 8 at Quito and 
is the large circular one inscribed “CER- 
TIFICADO EXTERIOR” though neith- 
er cover was registered. Neatly applied. 
Covers were shown us by E. G. Arnold, 
Box 63, Station D, Brooklyn, N. Y., who 
deals in first day covers. 


Nicaragua made a contract late in 1939 
with the Costa Rica air firm “Aerovias 
Nacionales” to transport passengers, mail 
and express between Managua and Costa 
Rica. In return the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment can dispatch 15 pounds of official 
mail free by each flight and one one-way 
passage in either direction is at its dis- 
posal for use by the government officers 
on each round trip. 








Philatelic Labels 


There is much of interest about many 
of the Philatelic Labels, for the collector 
who is really interested in them. Among 
other things I am making an effort to 
learn how many of each label has been 
printed and some very interesting facts 
come to light. I shall from time to time 
print some figures on this subject. 


One of the many attractive labels is 
that set of three issued by the White 
Eagle Club of Buffalo, for its second 
exhibition on February 10, 11, 12, 1940. 
This set comes in three colors, litho- 
graphed on bond paper. The design is 
quite attractive and pictures Kosciusko 
and Lincoln and peculiarly enough we 
learn from this label that both of these 
men were born on February 12. Two 
printings were made of this set of labels. 
The first printing, 600 sets, came in a 
pale red, an olive brown and a light blue 
color. The second printing also of 600 
sets comes in a deep red, a chocolate 
brown and a deep blue. There is how- 
ever a secret mark on the second set and 
thus they are easily identified. A small 
dot of color is in the center of the left 
star in the shield behind Lincoln. We are 
told that the first printing is much the 
scarcer as these were mostly picked up 
in single sets by visitors at the show, 
while many of the second printing were 
sold in quantities to dealers and others.

The few New York importers who 
have Chilean connections are telling ugly 
stories about the Chile Pan American 
issue. They report that practically the 
entire issue was given to a group of Chil- 
ean dealers, and these dealers are offer- 
ing the issue at five times the face value.

(Editor’s Note: Chilean philat- 
elists have protested their government’s 
having issued only enough of this stamp 
to meet a normal day’s postal business.)

Again 
let me advise everyone who is interested 
in this type of stamps that, according to 
reports received by importers, there is no 
actual scarcity on most of the issues. The 
only reason for their present appearance 
in small quantities is export regulations.

There are over 780 
varieties from 348 towns in 383 types.

as in the old Berea error. The device 
is reported to have been sent back to 
Washington which, if so, will make these 
things real good. 


Truck Visits Indiana 


The November itinerary of the Phila- 
telic Truck has been announced. The 
Truck will spend the entire month with

On exhibit are 
proof copies of all U. S. stamps, speci- 
men rotary and flat press plates, a minia- 
ture rotary press, pictures illustrating 
stamp manufacture, etc. The attendant 
gives each visitor a large blue souvenir 
depicting the White House. Copies of 
the government descriptive stamp books 
are also sold at prices from 10c to 75c 
depending on edition. A cacheted stamped 
envelope is sold at face and these are 
posted at the local post office to receive 
postmark of that office. The Truck does 
not sell stamps or use a special post- 
mark.

New Books Received 


Governments of the World Identified 
by Postal Issues, by Sanford Smith, 68 
pages, 4%2x7 inches, paper cover, pub 
lished by the Genesee Valley Stamp Co., 
Houghton, N. Y., price 25c of the pub 
lisher. The contents of this publication 
are arranged in outline form, the coun 
tries and colonies being grouped under 
various headings to show their political, 
military and philatelic history. As Mr. 
Sanford terms it “an outline showing the 
relation between philately and govern- 
ment.” All countries are listed, and the 
purpose is to help the collector in his 
reconstruction of history as shown by 
stamps. 


Let’s Start a Stamp Collection, by 
John S. Turner, 150 pages 522x712, il 
lustrated, clothbound, published at $1.25 
by Frederick A. Stokes Co., New York 
City. This book is intended to inform 
the junior collector and seems to be an 
admirable job of doing so. Possibly one 
reason it is so uniformly correct in its 
statements—a weakness of many other 
similar works—is that the author is a 
philatelist (and in fact an officer of The 
Madison Stamp Co., Inc., New York 
City). Ample illustrations should make 
this book an excellent addition to school 
libraries. A table of identification is 
included, giving the characteristics which 
are to be found on many stamps diffi- 
cult for the junior to identify. The front 
and back inside covers feature maps of 
the world with countries and colonies lo- 
cated thereon. 


Catalogue of Italian Commemorative 
and Airmail Stamp, by D. S. Bolaffi, 551 
Fifth Ave., New York, 70 pages, and cov- 
er, 4%x6 inches, illustrated, prices 20c. 
Essentially a price list of stamps in stock 
by Mr. Bolaffi, this list contains much 
information useful to the collector of 
Italian stamps. Where known, the quan- 
tities issued, etc., are quoted. The cat- 
alog is printed on a high grade coated 
paper with numerous illustrations. Mr. 
Bolaffi’s stock is the largest of these 
stamps in this country and prices re- 
flect market. He points out this is the 
first such publication ever produced in 
this country. One of the stamps listed, 
priced at $225, is the Balbo stamp pre- 
pared for use on letters to be mailed on 
the return flight in 1933, but use of the 
stamp was prohibited by our postal laws. 
Though not recognized by Scott or Gib- 
bons, it is highly prized by airmail col- 
lectors. In all the publication lists some 
500 items of Italy, offices, and colonies. 


Dollar Making Stamps, by L. Barring- 
ton Smith, 20 pages 5x7, paper bound, 
price $1.00 of the author at 127 Hagley 
Park Rd., Half Way Tree, Jamaica. This 
is the published result of Mr. Smith’s 
activities in stamp dealing by mail and 
answers many questions the embryo deal- 
er would like answered and offers many 
suggestions that should be helpful in con 
ducting a mail business. While all may 
not be in complete agreement with all 
his statements, any mail order dealer 
might easily save the purchase cost by 
putting to use the sound advice in this 
publication.
